Now that the primary election 
has narrowed the field of candi¬ 
dates for seven available city 
council seats and one available 
treasurer’s spot attention is being 
focused on the campaign for 
mayor of the city. 

Incumbent Alan Lambert will 
face off against Councilwoman 
Debbie Romak on Nov. 8, and 
each will do so with high-level 
endorsements from area political 
groups and elected officials. 

Said Lambert: “I’m really 
pleased with the support I’ve 
received so far. I think we’ve done 
some good work here and worked 
well with our representation, and 
it shows now.” 

So far, many area officials are 
lining up behind Lambert who is 
finishing up his first term in office. 

Congressman John Dingell, 
Wayne County Executive Robert 
Ficano, and Wayne County

Commissioner Ed Boike have all 
announced they will support 
Lambert. The United Auto 
Workers and the Romulus 
Democratic Club also gave their 
stamp of approval to Lambert 

On the other hand, challenger 
Romak received an endorsement 
from the Michigan Building 
Trades union. 

Endorsements, though every 
candidate asks for them, rarely 
make much difference in an elec¬ 
tion. But the difference in candi¬

dates does, said Romak who is 
confident of her ability to defeat 
Lambert in November. 

“I think people will find that I 
am more responsive to residents’ 
needs, and I’m excited about get¬ 
ting out there and telling people 
what I’m about,” she said. “I’ve 
been out in the community for a 
long time, and I feel I have a good 
idea about what will help make 
people’s lives better.” 

The race for mayor is likely to 
revolve around three issues: 


Citywide budget management, 
development, and reducing crime. 
Both candidates say they have a 
record when it comes to any of 
these issues. 

“I don’t think very many people 
realize that the council has adopt¬ 
ed several aspects of my agenda 
from 2001, and I’m really pleased 
with that,” Romak said. “I have 
always advocated for spending 
TIFA (Tax Increment Financing 
Authority) dollars to bring people 
things like recreation and new 
development That’s what we’re 
supposed to be there for - to give 
back to the people.” 

Lambert said he believes the 
voting public likes what it’s seen 
during the past four years. 

“We have an excellent record,” 
he said. “We created an environ¬ 
ment where many things, like a 
recreation center, could be a reali¬ 
ty for the first time. We’re running 
on our accomplishments and I

Mayor Alan Lambert and 
Councilman William Wadsworth 


- the driving force behind replac¬ 
ing the aged city shelter - both 
said an announcement about a 
new shelter will be made shortly 
after the first of the year 

“We’re still ironing out the 
details of the new shelter, and it’s 
going to involve some additional 
sources of funding,” Lambert 
said. “But there will be no tax 
dollars used for this project It’s 


an important project for us, 
though.” 

Wadsworth initially began 
raising money for the new shel¬ 
ter about three years ago. He 
said he did so because the small 
facility is outdated and not near¬ 
ly enough to house the many 
stray cats and dogs that roam the

“We started to get all this stuff donated,” Boucher said. 
“Everybody is volunteering their time to put this together; 
we’ve had companies coming out of the woodwork”

“In less than two days, they jumped right on board,” he 
said “They’ve been great to work with.”

Steve Kostan from 947 WCSX will emcee the event; a 
musician in his own right, he’ll also jam with the Eddie 
Leighton Project 

There will be plenty of other things going on, too. 

There will be a kids comer with games and activ¬ 
ities for youngsters. A classic car 


show will bring in more than 250 vintage automobiles. The 
Michigan Humane Society will have a booth to help ani¬ 
mals displaced by the storm. 

“They have a lot of things in store,” said Bob Kosowski, 
parks and recreation director for the City of Westland.

Festival - Event offered something for everyone 
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This year, a record 70 vendors 
and 10 bands took part in 
Pumpkin Festival activities. 
Lambert said she thinks the festi¬ 
val is about the right size for the 
community and doesn’t see mak¬ 
ing big changes in the coming 
years. 

“I really don’t think we need to 
be too much bigger,” she said.

‘The kids get to make some¬ 
thing they can keep for a long 
time,” she said. T go to several fes¬ 
tivals in this area, and the kids 
always enjoy it This particular fes¬ 
tival is a great place to talk with 
the kids and teach them something 
artistic.” 

Carol Norman of Romulus, who 
helped her 5-year-old daughter, 
Erin, paint a ceramic rabbit said 
she comes out for the festival each 
year. 

‘Tve lived here a long time, and 
we look forward to coming here 
every year,” she said. “(Erin 
Norman) has fun painting the car¬

This year, several restau¬ 
rants have had dinners for the 
shelter, a bingo tournament took 
place during the Pumpkin 
Festival, and wedding between 
two terriers took place this sum¬ 
mer. 

There is no word on where a 


new shelter would be located, 
though many officials believe it 
will likely be on the same parcel 
of land where the old shelter 
stands, on the comer of Wayne 
and Goddard Roads. 

The city takes about 1,200 
stray and lost animals to the shel¬ 
ter each year. The new shelter 
would allow the city to better 
accommodate the animals that 
find themselves in custody and 
possibly provide a home for them 
longer, Wadsworth said.

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4th man arrested in 
gun shop murder

A fourth man was arrested and 
charged with felony murder and 
arson in connection with the fatal 
fire that killed the owner of an 
Inkster gun shop in August 2004 

Teshomb Fore, 28, of 
Southfield, was arrested last week 
at the Riverside Correctional 
Facility in Ionia, and charged for 
his role in the fire and robbery at 
Irv’s Gun Shop on Aug 8, 2004. 
That fire killed 54-year-old Gyde 
Alexander, the owner of the shop. 

Fore - one of six men police 
believe to be involved in the plot 
to steal firearms from the store 
and kill Alexander - is facing life 
in prison after Judge Sylvia A.- 
James of the 22nd District Court 
handed down charges Wednesday. 
The defendant will face felony 
robbery, larceny from person, lar¬ 
ceny of firearms, and arson 
charges in addition to felony mur¬ 
der, said Cmdr. Greg Hill of the 
Inkster Police Department 

“We will all be long dead by the 
time he gets out of prison, if he’s 
convicted,” said HilL “He’s being 
charged as a third time habitual 
offender because he has other 
convictions.” 

Fbre was convicted for armed 
robbery in December of 1998 for 
his role in a robbery in Detroit 
according to records of the 
Michigan Department of 
Corrections. He was paroled in 
2004 after serving about half of 
his 15-year sentence. Not long 
after his parole, he re-connected 
with David McKinney, who was 
planning the attack on the gun 
shop, police investigators said. 

He was returned to prison for 
failing to meet with his parole offi- 
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He’s being charged 
as a third time habitual 
offender because he has 
other convictions.

cer before Inkster officers had 
enough evidence to charge him 
with this crime. Hill said Fore 
played an integral role in the exe¬ 
cution of the robbery. 

“We can say that he was in the 
shop at the time all this hap¬ 
pened,” he said. “He was one of 
the older men involved in this and 
his role was more than just casu¬ 
al” 

Of the six men police believe 
participated in the arson that 
killed Alexander, three have been 
convicted at Wayne County Circuit 
Court. Anthony Fields, 17 of 
Inkster, was sentenced to life in 
prison on March 31, 2004 on one 
count of first-degree murder, one 
count of arson and felony firearms 
charges, and McKinney was con¬ 
victed of felony murder two weeks 
ago. Both men will spend the rest 
of their lives in prison without the 
possibility of parole. 

A 14-year-old boy involved in 
the case was convicted in juvenile 
court for second-degree murder. 
He will remain in a juvenile facili¬ 
ty until he is 21 years old. 

Two other men are still at large, 
and police are confident they will 
be arrested, said HilL 

Fore will return to the 22nd 
District Court at 9 am. on Sept 28 
for a pre-trial examination. 


YWCA seeks students 
for pre-school program

Students who would thrive in a 
non-traditional pre-school pro¬ 
gram are being recruited for the 
YWCA “School Readiness 
Program” 

Ann Marie Fortunate, YWCA 
project director, said the program 
is a good alternative for students 
who might need a little more 
attention than they would normal¬ 
ly receive in a conventional pre- 
schooL 

“There’s been a great response 
to this program, and we will be 
recruiting new students through 
December,” she said. “We hope 
we get a lot of new students this 
year” 

The main difference between 
regular pre-school and the readi¬ 
ness program is that the teachers 
come to the students, not the other 
way around. The program consists 
of 30 weekly home visits, plus 
monthly center visits and field 
trips. During those visits, a certi¬ 
fied teacher will visit the home 
and work with the enrolled child. 


The center visits will take place at 
the YWCA facility is located on 
Michigan Avenue in Inkster 
Children benefit from this 
home-based pre-school program 
because they get one-on-one 
attention from a teacher, plus the 
socialization experiences of a 
classroom during the monthly vis¬ 
itations and field trips, Fortunate 
said. 

Parents benefit from this pro¬ 
gram as well, she added. 

During monthly center visits, 
parents will meet with teachers, 
who will discuss parenting, social 
development and education top¬ 
ics. Many times there are guest 
speakers who offer expertise on 
many different topics. 

The program is free for all par¬ 
ticipants, but children must meet 
eligibility criteria. Children 
enrolled in the program must be 4 
years old by Dec. 1. They must 
reside in Inkster

Pumpkin Festival draws 
area artists selling crafts

Nancy Kibbv said she’s pleased 
with the positive response she 
received during the 2005 Pumpkin 
Festival in Romulus, but said 
many did not realize the number 
of hours crafters put into prepar¬ 
ing for such an event 

“This is really hard work, and 
it’s very time-consuming to make 
enough items for a craft fair or fes¬ 
tival, but it’s a lot of fun,” she said. 
"It’s great when someone said they 
can’t find anything quite like what 
you have in your booth.” 

Kibby, a retiree and volunteer 
who sews stuffed children’s books, 
kitchen mitts, pot holders and 
placemats at her Melvindale home 
when she’s not volunteering, made 
her first appearance at the festival. 

“Crafting is an all-consuming 
passion,” she said. “There’s a lot 
that goes into it - we work hard to 
find affordable supplies. I spend 
10-hour days at the sewing 
machine, and I also spend a lot of 
timeatWalMart” 

Though Kibby works almost 


full-time as a crafter, most of the 50 
crafters at the event look at selling 
their wares as a part-time avoca- 
tioa 

Alexis Statler, who along with 
her friend Jill Gilbert, sells 70s- 
style purses made of old jeans, is a 
muralist and owner of an art stu¬ 
dio. She said the purses are just a 
different way of expressing her¬ 
self 

“It’s not really for the money,” 
she said. “This is something we do 
because we believe people really 
like what we have. We find most of 
the jeans at thrift stores. We start¬ 
ed out with our kid’s old jeans.” 

Statler and Gilbert came to the 
Pumpkin Festival with about 50 
purses. Depending on the size, the 
purses sold for about $10 to $20. 
Gilbert said sales were a little slug¬ 
gish, but felt the rain might have 
kept some people away 

“The weather didn’t really help 
us very much,” she said. “We’ll 
probably be back next year, 
though.” 

Maria Lambert, the chair¬ 
woman of the festival, said crafters 
like Kibby, Gilbert and Statler are

needed to attract more people to 
the Pumpkin Festival. 

“We need more arts,” she said. 
“We need to be able to find more 
artists and crafters in the future. 
We do about three mailings to the 
artists we already have, and we try 
to get to other shows in the area to 
attract new vendors.” 

Kibby said the Pumpkin 
Festival, because it is in the fall, is 
generally more lucrative for the 
crafters that some of the other 
shows in the summer. 

“Fall shows are a little better 
because they are scheduled closer 
to Christmas,” she said. “That’s 
one of the things that makes this 
show special.”

Brownfield authority OK’d by city

Belleville officials established a 
Brownfield Development Authority for the 
city recently and heard public comment 
on a planned unit development for the 
Amerman Lumber property. 

The development authority board will 
include no less than five people, appoint¬ 
ed by the mayor and subject to approval of 
the city council. The authority would 
encourage the redevelopment of environ¬ 
mentally-contaminated property by pro¬ 
viding assistance in the clean-up and rede¬ 
velopment of property as well as financial 
incentives. 

Brownfield Redevelopment districts 
allow municipalities to use tax captures to 
pay for environmental clean ups, similar 
to the way Downtown Development 
Authorities (DDA) use tax capture to spur 
redeveloprrient It is authorized to capture 
school taxes along with those of other tax¬ 


ing units. Once established, the authority 
will be able to consider any other project 
that might become necessary in the future. 
It will also give status to environmental 
city projects, which are designated on a 
project-to-project basis. 

Lieberman Development the company 
proposing a residential development for 
the Amerman Lumber property—Belle 
Park condominiums, located in downtown 
Belleville—requested this process to facil¬ 
itate clean-up and restore the property for 
residential use, according to City Manager 
Steve Walters. 

Gary Rose, chairman of the planning 
commission, said the Belle Park develop¬ 
ment will be good for the city, which is why 
the commission recommended to change 
the zoning and approve the plan. 

A public hearing will take place on Oct 
17 to consider changes to the DDA district, 
which include the addition of the 
Amerman Lumber property and removal 
of the Columbia Court property.

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It’s aiouS time 

Last week, the Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) released a 
formal report that confirmed initial suspicions of toxicity levels in the 
aftermath of the EQ Resource Recovery explosion in Romulus. 

There were no harmful levels in any of the areas tested and it’s a 
good thing, too, because we’d all be glowing in the dark and spouting 
extra limbs if anything else was the case. 

It goes almost without saying that this type of information, for- 
mulized and concise, should have been available to the public sooner 
The health of residents in Wayne and Romulus was at stake, as was 
the value of their property - in many cases their most significant 
investment 

It’s understandable that the government agency would want to 
ensure the test results are accurate and we also acknowledge that 
that takes time because of the many different tests involved. Even so, 
these types of events don’t take place every day, and you would think 
the response would take precedence. 

Officials in Romulus and Wayne have been impatient with their 
desire to see these reports and justifiably so. They are the ones who 
residents turn to for answers, and it’s frustrating to be continually 
asked a question that you - through no fault of your own - don’t have 
answers to. 

It’s also odd the way this report was distributed, too, hitting places 
like public libraries and through news releases to media agencies 
before many public officials had a chance to peruse it and digest the 
contents. In some cases they were called for a comment on a report 
they didn’t know had been released. 

It’s comforting to know that the report reaffirms the initial assess¬ 
ment handed down by local firefighters that specialize in toxic clean 
up. If residents had had to wait for the final report, they’d be only 
recently returned to their homes. 

Credit where credit is due 

Shari Peters couldn’t contain her excitement Monday afternoon, 
and it’s no wonder. 

It was a day before the grand reopening of the Maybury Fhrm and 
activity bustled all around the executive director of the Northville 
Community Fbundation at the farm. 

Earth movers scraped dirt into place; volunteers cleaned up the 
few remaining bits of debris and prepared for the grand opening lun¬ 
cheon. Peters and Farmer John Beemer wrestled one of the ‘Closed 
for Construction’ signs from the post it has occupied for more than a 
year. Nearby, workers graded the new entrance to the farm off Eight 
Mile Road. 

Everything is coming together at last 

It has been a long difficult battle to re-open the farm, which was 
destroyed by fire in 2003 and Peters and the community foundation 
deserve a lot of credit in making it happea There are many others, of 
course, without whom the rebuilding could not have taken place; cor¬ 
porate and individual donors so numerous that their recognition 
plaques could scarcely fit on the large tables set aside for them in the 
welcome center Those names will eventually have a place of honor at 
the farm, and it’s possible that there won’t be a wall large enough to 
house them all. 

But, after all the obstacles that have been overcome, that should 
prove no problem. 

Throughout the past two years, Peters has headed up the effort to 
return the farm to its glory days, when it was a regional attraction 
enjoyed by thousands of people every year, toured by curious chil¬ 
dren and photographed by residents and tourists alike. She’s had to

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Just call it common sense 


A recent survey suggests that only 5 percent of 
the local municipalities throughout the State of 
Michigan actually work together 

That’s a strange statistic, given the recent promo¬ 
tion of intergovernmental cooperation, a buzz 
phrase that’s circulated for the past few years. 

Maybe this is one of those things that everyone 
likes to hear but nobody likes to do. Share? Of 
course, we’ll share: that’s how our parents brought 
us up. We’re not selfish. 

Actually, intergovernmental cooperation isn’t as 
easy as you’d think - or should be. There are sever¬ 
al examples of positive relationships throughout 
the area, but even they get strained sometimes or 
soon will be. 

I’ve long marveled at the relationship between 
the City of Northville, Northville Tbwnship and the 
Northville Public School District Here’s a group of 
leaders that have virtually espoused that inter-gov- 
emmental cooperation. The city and the township 
operate shared parks and recreation and senior cit¬ 
izens’ departments as well as the Northville Youth 
Assistance and, most recently, a combined police 
and fire dispatch service. Most recreational facili¬ 
ties - the buildings, not the parks - are owned by 
the school district and leased to those departments 


for a buck. 

The City of Plymouth isn’t too 
far behind, with a community 
dispatch and fire department 
similar examples can be found in Belleville and 
Sumpter Tbwnship. 

The potential problem with these agreements is 
that they tend to pair up a rapidly growing munici¬ 
pality with one that’s a little more built up, with less 
room for growth. Nobody comes out and says it, but 
I’ve always had the feeling that there’s some con¬ 
cern about which municipality is subsidizing the 
other and, when times get tough, one of the first 
things that’s looked at is any cost-sharing formula 
between them. 

This isn’t anybody’s fault, of course. It’s tough to 
develop a long-standing agreement between gov¬ 
ernments when the population of one locality is 
growing that much faster than the other. A booming 
population will require more facilities and bring in 
more revenue to provide those services. It may 
eventually come to the point where one simply 
can’t keep up. 

I guess the goal of this Governor’s Task Fbrce on

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In the opening moments of Lord of War, Yuri Orlov warns his 
audience that he’s not going to talk himself up to make him 
appear better than he is. He’s only going to tell what happened 

Orlov, played onscreen by Nicolas Cage, keeps that promise as 
he narrates the events that cause him to become one of the top 
illegal arms dealers in the world It’s a bleak tale, but a good one. 

As the movie begins, Yuri is in the restaurant business with his 
family, when he has a revelation that there may be more money in 
supplying another basic human need: the need for violence 

With brother Vitaly (Jared Leto), in tow, he gradually infiltrates 
the world of old weapon stashes, selling killing utensils to anyone 
and everyone He doesn’t think of either side: who the weapons 
may be used by or who they may be used against because, as he 
tells us, if he didn’t do it, someone else would 

In a post 9/11 world it’s probably necessary for him to explain 
that he never sold weapons to Osama Bin Laden, but Orlov admits 
that that isn’t because of any high moral ground - it’s only 
because, back in the day. Bin Laden bounced a lot of checks. 

At the end of the cold war, Yuri convinces an uncle, a high 
ranking and frequently drunk official with the Russian army, to 
supply even bigger and better weapons. Soon he’s dealing in 
attack helicopters, tanks and more. 

He’s good at what he does and he’s good at avoiding the law. 
It’s no coincidence, he points out, that ‘running’ is included in the 
phrase ‘gun-r unning ’ He comes up with some ingenious ways to 
outwit the local authorities, headed up by U.S. Customs Agent 
Jack Valentine (Ethan Hawke in a good role). 

At first Yuri’s conscience does not bother him, but he is haunt¬ 
ed. He’s haunted by his brother’s addiction, and a free from the 
past, his hometown sweetheart Ava Fbntaine (Bridget Moynahan), 
a model whose face is splashed across the world, even in the 
sometimes seedy backwater countries where Yuri plies his trade. 

Ava never knew Yuri existed, though and he starts to wonder if 
she has a point in that observation. 

When they eventually get together, she believes - or pretends 
to - that he is merely an international shipping agent She doesn’t 
question the abundant wealth, because she “doesn’t want to hear 
him lie” 

Billed as an action comedy, Lord of War is a lot more than that 
Cage does a good job making a man with a thoroughly detestable 
occupation likeable; he’s a perfect blend of snaky charm and 
intellectual stoicism. 

There’s also a sense of smoldering anger beneath the script 
that points out the horrors of war and a sense of cynicism for 
those truly responsible 

Yuri’s actions eventually heap tragedy upon him and destroy 
his personal life. There may be a parallel there for those who 
want to look for it, but it’s not necessary for those who simply want 
to watch an engaging tale, well told with plenty of developments 
to keep the audience interested - even if some of them are a bit 
easy to pre¬ 
dict

‘Corny’ is the only way to 
describe Just Like Heaven.

Witherspoon is known for 
playing leading roles in such 
feel-good movies as Legally 
Blonde, Legally Blonde 2 and 
Sweet Horne Alabama. 

And, while Ruffalo has 
shown his range in films like 
Collateral, In the Cut, Eternal 
Sunshine of the Spotless Mind 
and the dark independent We 
Don’t Live Here Anymore, he was 
bitten by the romantic comedy 
bug when he starred opposite 
Jennifer Gamer in 13 Going On 
30. 

To top it off, director Mark 
Waters has the 2003 Freaky 
Friday remake and Mean Girls 


on his list of credits. 

So it’s all there—gooey 
romance and corny comedy at 
its best 

Heaven offers more chuckles 
than out-loud laughter as David 
(Ruffalo) shops for the perfect 
already-furnished San 
Francisco apartment with the 
perfect couch on which to waste 
away his life. 

He finally finds it when fete 
brings him to a quaint little 
complex with a great view and a 
comfy sofe. However, the last 
thing expected was a roommate. 

Once he settles in - meaning 
he makes a complete mess of 
the place - a young and beauti¬ 
ful yet controlling woman, 
Elizabeth (Witherspoon), 
appears insisting that the apart¬ 
ment belongs to her. When 
David tries to convince her oth¬ 
erwise, she disappears as sud¬ 
denly as she showed up. 

He changes the locks with 
no results. Elizabeth comes and 
goes at will, still convinced the 
David is living and “soiling’ her 


apartment 

David becomes convinced 
the she is a ghost and enlists the 
help of independent bookstore 
operator and someone with a 
“sixth sense,” Darryl, played by 
Jon Heder Heder is known for 
his role as the title character in 
the indie cult flick Napoleon 
Dynamite. Darryl’s dopey eyes 
and slow meandering speech 
are very s imil ar to his Napoleon 
character but he is still one of 
the more humorous characters 
in Heaven. However, it does 
make me wonder how many 
times we’ll see Heder play the 
same role 

David tries to help Elizabeth 
cross over to the “other side,” 
but she is not entirely convinced 
she is completely dead - even 
though she can walk through 
walls and possess bodies. The 
other problem she feces is that 
she doesn’t have any recollec¬ 
tion of who she is or how she 
came to be in her present state

en ‘occupants’ of Oakwood 
Cemetery will share tales of 
their former lives during the Oct 
2 Cemetery Walk in Northville. 

The historical figures, all re¬ 
enactors, will speak about their 
lives and times from the foot of 
their respective graves during 
the fourth annual event 

Each year, volunteers from all 
walks of life don period attire to 
help promote interest in the past 
by making it approachable for 
residents. 

“It’s a neat way for people to 
learn about history without read¬ 
ing a lot of dry text,” said 
Barbara Davies, cemetery walk 
coordinator for the Northville 
Historical Society. 

Outside of the cemetery, a cos¬ 
tumed sextant will relay infor¬ 
mation about the history of the 
burial ground itself to visitors. 
Then, participants will be ush¬ 
ered into the cemetery on a time- 
release basis to witness as snap¬ 
shot of history as they learn more 
about some of the earliest area 
settlers.

A wide-eyed Salem Rock foot¬ 
ball team gathered around their 
coaches Friday evening after they 
suffered their third straight loss.

“The girls are really coming 
together.”
